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Britons Enjoy American 
- 
Music, Which Is Featured 
On All Concert Programs 


Thanks to the United States' entry 
into the war, American music is enjoy­ 
ing a wide vogue in London this fall, 
says a correspondent. Since the con­ 
cert and recital season opened here 
there has been scarcely a single Im­ 
portant program without one or two 
American numbers, and the leader of 
the Queen’s Hall Symphony orchestra 
has just achieved a remarkabe success 
with an entire program of American 
music. 
ffhe music critics view the American 
invasion with some friendliness, but 
not too much enthusiasm. 
One says: 
“The American composers seem too 
anxious to assert their mastery of mod­ 
ern technique, to convince us that 
they know as much about it as any­ 
body else.” 
Another adds: “The ten­ 
dency 
among American composers 
seems to be toward turning out a piece 
no less elaborate than that of the mod­ 
ern European, rather than to develop 
on their own lines.” 
The Manchester Guardian’s critic 
says: “America has all the qualifica­ 
tions for becoming a great musical na­ 
tion. 
She has given more liberally 
than anybody else; she has offered 
tile most generous hospitality to mu­ 
sic; she has bigger halls, and most 
substantially 
rewarded 
orchestras 
than any other nation. 
The return 
for these efforts is bound to come in 
time, and what has already been 
achieved may well be a source of pride 
to Americans.”
